NAZI ANTI-SEMITISM— 
A EUROPEAN PERIL 


UMANIA, as our readers know. bas long been a plague 
spot for Jews, a fact of which the Berlin Treaty of 1878 
unavailingly took note. In recent months it has been 

developing into a veritable hell. Till lately, fifty-six anti. 

Jewish newspapers and periodicals were allowed to blare their 

anti-Semitic incitements. But, as though this was not enough, 

three more dailies of the same type have just been authorised 
to add their 


Jewish 


voices to the raucous din. The savagely anti- 
“ Jron Guard” was proscribed four years ago. It has 
laughed at the Government and its decrees. It even murdered 
the Premier (M. Duca) who had dared to suppress it. Its 
lJegionaries ” openly demonstrate in the streets, in their 
* banned" uniforms, and are rapidly arousing feeling against the 
Jews througbout the country. Mounted on white horses, 
they sweep down on villages, by night, gather the wretchedly 
impoverished and ignorant residents around a fiery cross, 
and pour out imprecations on the Jews, democracy and all 
the other familiar targets of the German Nazis’ wrath. 
Unrest is whipped un in the country. The Jews are gripped in 
a growing terror. 

A bloodless terror runs side by 
campaign for Jew-extermination. 
as we reported at the time, the Ramanian 
Press announced that thousands of people in Czernowitz, the 
capital of Bukovina, had been deprived of their nationality by 
Government order, which authorised the “revision” of the 
naturalisation papers of those who had acquired Rumanian 
citizenship as a result of the post-war annexations.

never for foreign consumption is notoriously an impudent fiction, 
The footprints of the Nazi beast can be traced all over the world. 
But they are especially 
Guard legionaries, 


marked in Rumania. The Iron 
estimated to number -150000 men, are 
described in despatches to the British press as 
Troops in the Nazi pattern.” ‘There are many signs, says 
the Morning Post, that the Iron Guard is being encouraged 
by Germany. The campaign of this organisation includes, 
according to a leading British News Agency, the demand 
for a strong German Alliance. In fact the association of 
Germany with the Rumanian anti-Jewish movement is direct, 
close and unconcealed. How is it to be explained? We need 
not go far or probe deep for the explanation, 

The simple truth is that anti-Semitism, having been 
discovered to be so valuable an instrament in the acquisition 
of power at home, is now being used for the expansion of 
German power abroad. It is Herr HITLER'S aim to drive a 
path into the Ukraine. That purpose will be immensely eased 
if he can permeate Rumania with Nazi doctrines. and ideas, and 


“ Storm 
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make it subservient to Nazi inflaence. Hence the support for 
Rumanian Jew-baiting and Jew-baiters. Anti-Semitism is to be 
the spear-head of German aggression. But if that be the case 
then the old idea that Nazi Jew-baiting is a domestic business 
of Germany isadelusion anda snare. It is exhibited, instead, 
as a tremendous dinger to other Powers and a grave menace to 
European peace. That is the formidable aspect of Nazi 
anti-Semitism which events are uncovering ! 

KING CAROL and his Ministers are, at any rate, awakening 
to the situation. The KING, we are told in a Bucharest dispatch, 
is apparently now taking an energetic line about the growing 
peril to public order created by the [tron Guard. Last week 
the funeral, in the Ramanian capital, of a couple of lron Guard 
desperadoes who were killed in Spain was seized upon by the 
' legionaries” as an occasion for a mass demonstration. 
Diplomatic representatives of several Fascist Governments took 
the unheard-of course of attending the obsequies which were 
marked by a parade of Iran Guards in uniforms banned by the 
law—a ecaleulited breach of etiquette inspired by a sense of 


' growing power. But the King resented the affront. The Premier 


dechured in Parliament that ~ for three-quarters of a century, 
Rumania has not allowed foreign interference, and she will not 
permit if now.’

On “Moving On” 


By Watchman 


“THE question of “ whither?”"—“ wohin?"—is with us just 

now in increasing urgency. A large section of German 
Jewry is in flight. Polish Jewry is also pining for a haven from 
its sufferings. And Heaven knows how many Jews in other 
lands are similarly circumstanced. This is, of course, no new 
phenomenon. Jewish nationhood began with an exodus. It is 
called “ the Exodus.” But it has been followed, as everyone knows, 
by one exodus after another throughout our history, at least one 
of them of far greater magnitude. Six hundred thousand Jewish 
men went up from Egypt. More than one million Jews fled from 
Tsarist Russia during the last two decades of the nineteenth century. 
In fact, we are the world’s wanderers par excellence. Vagabondage—- 
enforced vagabondage—is the recurring decimal of Jewish history. 
It has no parallel among any other contemporary people. It is the 
expression of the Jewish tragedy, and the evidence of the Gentile’s 
disgrace. Yet it has got us nowhere. After centuries of roaming 
from country to country many to-day are still, under the stress of 
desperate need, bent on the same panacea for our troubles. Jews 
are again to “move on.” “Cui bono ’” 
question in many hearts.

And it ts a question hard to answer. 


UT in these latter days, the urge of Jews to flee from intolera!! 
conditions has been complicated by Governmental endeavours 
to speed their departure. The Polish anthorities, in their eager. 
ness to get rid of a million Jews, have taken their plans to Geneva. 
‘The League, having failed to intervene on behalf of the oppressed 
‘Jews in various countries—-from which Poland itself cannot b 
excluded—is to help somehow in starting a great Polish Jewish trek 
to some Jewish colonies hereafter, and somehow, to be provided. One 
is sorry for the League. Une would be sorrier for the Polish Jews 
if, having been settled in their country for hundreds of vears 
having helped to build it up, and having fought for its freedom, they 
consented to be singled out for the process of uprooting in order to 
ease the national difficulties. One would be sorriest of all for 
other Jewish communities if this supreme example of the scape- 
goat principle were to become a precedent for State policy in other 
lands. Bat this Polish move does, das | say, complicate the Jewish 
emigration: problem, for if adds to the Jewish urge a purely) 
factitious and external force. 


UT things have changed since the old days, when Jews wen! 
forth from the lands of persecution. la those days, the Jewis): 
numbers were much smaller, and the same can be said of the 
nations among whom they made their new homes. The emigration 
problem was therefore a much more manageable one. ‘To-day it is 
a question of vast Jewish. migrations—"there would come a 
moment,” Mr. Jabotinsky told the Palestine Royal Commission las! 
week, “ when there would be three or four million Jews in the Eas: 
knocking at the door and asking for admission and salvation.” But! 
at the same time formidable rivals for immigration facilities have 
sprung up. Jews are not the only people anxious to break away 
from unbearable conditions, even though they alone have the added 
spur of persecution. The cry of - more breathing space! we are 
stifling! “goes up in many quarters—lItaly, Germany, Japan. 
Poland. But whereas an earth-hungry power like Italy can go and 
tuke what it wants, Jews cannot resort to such means, even if they 
wished to, They have only the resort to justice and reason. They 
have to contend as best they may with the contradictory cries that 
“the world is filled up” and -’the world is on the road to 
de-population.’ They have also to contend with the cruel 
policies which have closed one door after another to the wanderers 
begging for entry. They are even in danger of being headed off from 
the very country which was dedicated to them by the solemn 
pronouncement of the nations of the world as their National Home! 


UCH isthe catastrophic transformation which has overtaken the 
migration problem in recent years. It says an immense deal 

for Jewish optimism and courage that many Jews are still, under 
these trying conditions and the pressure of increasing suffering, 
pegging steadily away at the problem, still searching patiently for 
lands of refuge. I, for one, would be the last person to 
underrate their spirit, or to attempt to discourage their humane 
efforts. But is it not wise to realise just what the position is, to avoid 
letting our hearts run away with our heads, and to take broad and 
correct views of actualities and possibilities? Just what, then, does 
the relief which Jews can expect fromemigration amount to? One 
cannot resist the argument that there are great areas of the world 
which are still not filled up. Why, then, one asks, did Zangwill fail 
in his great-hearted efforts to find new homes for his people? Can 
it have been because of his insistence on autonomy for these — wish 
settlements? One can well believe that factor to have been .argely 
responsible, and even surmise that Zangwill realised the magnitude 
and gravity of this obstacle when the day came to confess his 
failure. ‘There recently came into existence, however, another 
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movement—' The Freeland League for Jewish Territorial Colonisa- 


tion '"—which seems to be taking its task seriously, but which is 
described by its Honorary Secretary (Mr. Leftwich) as a revival of 
Zangwill’s movement. If that be so, and if it, too, iusists 
on the principle of autonomy, will it not encounter the same 
opposition that confronted and perhaps baffled Zangwill—an 
accentuated opposition in these days of feverish nationalism ? 


ERSONALLY, and for what it may be worth, I hold the view 
that the question of Jewish emigration will never be tackled 
satisfactorily by private negotiations with this particular State or 
that. The gilts they evoke are too often not worth taking. But 
I believe the time may be coming when the emigration problem—a 
problem which concerns non-Jews as well as Jews—will be 
attacked, indeed will have to be attacked, by all countries in 
concert. Overcrowded nations are crying out for more elbow-room., 
Congestion of population is one of the biggest dangers to world 
peace. The world’s statesmen are coming more and more to 
appreciate that latter fact. And since war would be disastrous to all 
concerned, the under-populated as well as the over-populated, some 
agreement between them for a rational distribution of humanity, 
for bringing the overcrowded into such unpeopled areas as may still 
exist, will force a general consent. If and when, that time comes, 
the Jewish emigration problem could be brought to the frout, and 
it might be to some extent eased. 


| Pe us not overestimate, however, the relief it will bring 
welcome, of course, as that would assuredly be, and grateful for 
it as we would be to all, Jew and Gentile alike, who, by hammering 
away at the need for it, as the Freeland League is doing, have con- 
tributed to bring it about. Take the case of Poland, the most urgent

statistician, M. Leszezynski, quoted in a recent article in Tur 
liMes, between the years 1850 and 1939, “the total emigration 
of Jews from historical Poland numbered Yet 
we have today the distressing situation which we sce in 
that. country, and the cry is for more emigration. | have 
heard a calculation, too, that if all the labour certificates for 
Palestine emigration last year had been handed to Polish Jewry they

Polish-Jewish population, and the problem presented by Polish- 
Jewish misery and poverty would have remained just as. if not more, 
acute. Some may “ Well, if that be the case, the thing to do is 
to intensify the emigration.” 1 notice that Lord Melchett has been 
quoted as having said in a recent letterto Tur Times that Palestine 
is much too small to offer room for more than a small percentage of 
the millions for whom emigration is urgent. If millions are to be 
evacuated from their present abodes, who is to finance the move- 
ment? At the present moment, we are engaged in emigrating 
100,000 German Jews and the cost of that effort alone will absorb 
practically the whole of the three million. pounds it is hoped to 
collect! Yetthe recent collection in thts country for Polish Jews, 
i it remembered, brought in only £54,000, after a strenuous

must come. if come it can, in the lands in whichit is endured ? This 
sounds chilling doctrine, and indeed it is. One cannot see some 
sudden reversion to Liberal thought and practice which would give 
Jews on the Continent a chance to breathe freely. fut what if 
heart, even though of slow development, 
be the major hope’ Must not practical men face the truth, heart- 
breaking though it may be’? One thing, at any rate, has to 
be remembered. Much -of the agony of Polish Jewry has been 
brought about by circumstances that affect the whole Polish popula. 
tion. That part of it which is due to deliberate discrimination 
against the Jews is traceable probably to the mentality bred 
in Poland by the present calamitous economic conditions, If those 
conditions were to be mitigated by trade revival, spreading 
from other countries where it has already commenced, would not 
anti-Jewish hostility be allayed and Jews be given a fairer deal? 
The final solution of the Jewish problem or problems of course would 
still have to be sought. But all of us are loth to abandon altogether 
the struggle for justice. In our heart of hearts, we believe that 
some day that cause will triumph and that the present phase will 
pass. This may be regarded, from the standpoint of the Jewish 
present, as rank pessimism—reliance upon a perhaps remote future! 
But we have so relied in the past, and destiny has not played us 
false! The Zionist dream may yet come true with its expected 
salutary effect on Jews everywhere. But, failing that, emigration

A Visit to the People’s Palace 


- A warm-hearted welcome was given the King and Queen by the 
people of the East End, including many thousands of Jewish people, 
when they visited the People’s Palace on Saturday afternoon. The

It was characteristic of their Majesties’ interest in social welfare work 
that this engagement took them to the fine pew recreational centre 
situated in the thickly populated Jewish district in the Mile End Road.

Jewish Housing Shortage in Berlin 


A special department of the Berlin Jewish Communal Executive 
is working hard to alleviate the acute Jewish housing problem in the 
capital. Impoverished Jews are obliged to leave their present 
flats and houses and seek cheaper accomanodation, but many non- 
Jewish landlords are refusing to let to Jews, either guided by Nazi 
sentunents or by fear of invoking Nazi criticism. 

The Jewish authorities are doing all in their power to accommodate 
in houses owned by Jews those members of the Community who must 
leave their present premises by March 31st, which has long been known 
in Germany as “ Moving Day.” | 


Spa Ban on Jews 


The Nazi authorities of the State of Baden have issued an order 
prohibiting the granting of any residence cards to Jews wishing to 
undergo a cure in the well-known health resort of Baden-Baden. 
Jews, according to the order, will no longer be allowed to take the 
waters or to make use of any other health facilities of the resort. 

In order to avoid any evasions of the order, new police regulations 


are to be issued so as to enable the police to ascertain visitors’ racial 

Nowadays, it is stated, very few Jews attempt to go to German 
spas, those who can afford it travelling to Karlsbad, in Czechoslovakia, 
and to Austrian Spas, However, the present ditheult, in obtaining 
foreign curreney 1s making it virtually impossible for Jews to take a 
cure even at toreign resorts.

Kasher Meat Quota Halved 


\griculture last week issued an order ‘practi. 
cally halving the qu Kasher meat for the whole of Poland on 
the ground that Jewish butchers bad been selling the hindquarters 
of the animals to non.Jews at cut prices. According to the Jeiwis/

ELIMINATING THE JEWS 


Introducing Nazi Racial System 


A BREACH OF INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT 


The “Aryan Paragraph" and the Nuremberg anti-Jewish 
Citizenship Laws fre virtually in force as much in Rumania as in 
Nazi Germany—this is the conclusion reached by the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency following an investigation of the position of the 
Rumanian Jewish minority. 

The Peace Treaties which are invoked by the Rumanians when 
they wish to oppose any revision ot the frontiers are nothing but 
scraps of paper when it comes to enforcing the rights of the 
minorities, it is stated. There is no doubt that a fate more tragic 
than the fate of the Jews in other anti-Semitic’ countries is being 
prepared for Rumanian Jewry. 

Discrimination against Jews is the general practice, and evidence 
that the Rumanian Government is contemplating the introduction 
of a numerus nullus for the minorities and for the Jews is 
accumulating datly. 

The pace is being set in particular by the legal profession. It

The Jewish Telegraphic further reports that the 
Ministry of Labour is alleged to have drawn up lists of the 
employees of financial institutions and important business houses 
with the intention of exercising pressure on their directorates to 
bring about a reshuffle of their personnel within the shortest 
possible time so as to ensure that at least 60 per cent. of it is of 
Rumanian ethnical origin. It is understood that those business 
enterprises which refuse to comply with this order will be 
unable to get their bills discounted by the National Bank of 
Rumania, and will not be granted import and export permits.

Government's Free Hand for Jew-Baiters 


Storm Over “Foreign Interference” 


The wide tolerance shown by the authorities towards the 
ostensibly proscribed Jron Guard “ Legionaries” and towards anti- 
Semitic organisations generally, is causing Rumanian Jewry intense 
concern. Last week, the funeral of an Iron Guardsman killed in 


Spain was utilised fora mass demonstration by “ Legionaries”’ in 
their banned" uniforms. 


It is reported that King Carol witnessed 
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the demonstration, and he is said to have expressed indignation at 
the licence afforded and the encouragement given to the Iron 
Guards, 

The MorNING Post reports that the “ Legionaries,” headed by 
Cornelius Codreanu, are rapidly arousing anti-Jewish feeling 
throughout the country, and appear to have been given a free hand 
by the Government. There are also many signs, it is added, that 
Codreanu is being encouraged by Germany. However, official 
displeasure was voiced this week by the Prime Minister, M. 
Tatarescu, at the participation in the “Iron Guard” demonstration 
of the diplomatic representatives of Germany, Italy and Portugal, 
and a sharp protest was made at foreign meddling in Rumanian 
aifairs. “For three quarters of a century Rumania has not allowed 
foreign interference and she will not permit it now,” said M. 
Tatarescu, ainid loud applause. 

In addition to fifty. six anti-Jewish newspapers and periodicals 
which are now circulating in Rumania, the Jewish Teleqraphic 
Agency reports, the Government: has authorised the publication of 
three new anti-Semitic daily papers.

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ART NOTES 
The Reynolds Exhibition 
“ Great Spirits Now on Earth are Sojourning” 


Sir Joshua Reynolds is the painter chosen this year by Sir 
Philip Sassoon for the annual exhibition at 45, Park Lane, W., in aid 
of the Royal Northern Hospital. So vivid still in one’s mind are the 
exquisite Gainsboroughs that hung on these walls a year ago that 
these 101 portraits, without a breath of landscape, seem like inter. 
lopers. The comparison is inevitable, if odious. To enjoy Reynolds 
as he deserves to be enjoyed, one must concentrate on his character 
and his abilities and not waste sighs over what he wasn’t and what 
he couldn't do. 

He was the perfect first President of the Royal Academy: 
his feet were on the earth, and firmly planted there. In one year 
he gave 677 sittings for portraits, and probably took great care over 
each. More probably still, there was greater variety in the finished 
portraits than there has ever been in a similar number of portraits 
by any other painter. On the face of it, it seems curious that 
Gainsborough, who could paint landscapes and portraits with equal 
and effortless facility, should have sa:d of his rival, who was nothing 
but a portrait painter, “ Damn him, how various he is!” Yet, the 
grudging compliment was not only well merited, but was all the 
more significant just hecause Reynolds was nothing but a portrait 
painter. 

By conscious exercise of the mind, Reynolds secured a diversity 
of design, of colour and especially of light that the curbed and 
unwillingly disciplined genius of Gainsborough never achieved. 
But bappiness of pose and felicitous use of drapery served Reynolds 
for a greater purpose than mere variety; they enabled him to stress 
the character of his sitter. Georgiana, Countess Spencer, with her 
daughter (in No. 96), is a mother before she is «a Countess, and 
Elizabeth, Dachess of Buccleugh, with her daughter fin No. 17). is a 
Duchess before she is a mother 


There is mental activity even inthe 
physical attitude of Lawrence Sterne (No. 16), a genuinely great 
portrait, and Mrs. Abington’s unconventiona! posture in No. 56 goes 
a long way to illustrate Garrick’s exasperated description of her as 
" that worst of bad women. 

The weight and power, both. intellectual and pliysical, of 
his male portraits,and the refinement and graciousness of his 
women, suggesi to one that great spirits then on earth were 
sojourning and that the age of which Reynolds, perhaps 
more than anyone, expressed the character, was a noble age. 
His child portraits were not considered as. sentimental by 
his contemporaries as their use.on Christmas cards has made 
them te-day, nor bas any child portrait ever been painted with more 
freshness and virility than ~ Master Crewe as Henry VIIL” (No. 12) 
or with more dramatic fervour than his sister (No. 10). So sound 
was his brushwork, so rich the quality of his colour, that he even 
hid the fact—the important fact—that his drawing was weak. 
And so strong was his faith that he scarcely ever painted a picture 
that looked insipid. Only on the mercifully rare occasions when 
he practised the grand style that he preached did this occur—as, 
for instance, in tlhe figure of Tragedy that Davy Garrick is rightly 
abandoning for the delightful little vixen, Comedy, in No. 8&8. 

There were times, too, wlien the rules ended and genius began, 
and then the President of the Royal Academy 


snatched a. grace 
beyond the reach of art.” 


There is an example here in the portrait 
of Kitty Fisher (No. 58), the courtesan who died at the age of 
twenty-seven, “a victim to cosmetics.” 
hardier stuff to-day!) In this exquisitely sad work, which is more 
of a mental caress than a material canvas, this most understanding 
of psychologists has- revealed the spiritual grace and mystery of 
love that not merely underlie his sitter’s physical beauty but seem 
even to have produced it. It is in such moods as this—a mood 
called forth again by Kitty's professional rival, Nelly O'Brien—that 
hieynolds’ work evokes more than admiration and respect: like 
Giainusborough’s, it goes to the heart.

Kenneth Hall, at the Wertheim Gallery, is twenty-three years 
old and self-taught: he has, therefore, a lot to learn. He should be 
encouraged to learn it, for he has an individual vision, though he 
seems at present too ready to accept Blake's dictum that “exuberance 
is beauty.” His best pictures so far are really painted drawings of 
streets and buildings. The concept is linear and the colour decora- 
tive. His clean use of vellow is a delight to the eye, and one could 
live cheerfully with “Fitzroy Square” or “Yellow Houses.” When he 
sees things directly as a painter, his results are by no means as pleasing. 
The portraits numbered 8 and 13, the first painted and the second 
drawn, are sufficient indication of where his immediate facility lies, 
but not necessarily of what path he should pursue. 

In the next room, Dorothie Field, of Nottingham, is also young 
and very much alive.

With few exceptions, | was told, the relation between Jew and non- 
Jew in the fur trade was of an amicable and cordial character, and this 
could be measured by the non-Jewish traders’ practical resentment against 
Nazi persecution, in not sending their dressing and dyeing to be done in 
Germany and in many cases entirely boycotting German goods. 
Phere are several sections in the trade. First. there are the raw 
skin inporters, brokers and merchants. The importers sell the Pt ae 
at a sale held by the brokers, at which the merchants buy them in 


bulk and send them to be dressed and dyed. The majority of the 
brokering houses are non-Jewish, although, I am told, some 60 pe: 
cent. of the merchants are Jews. The dressers and dyers are those 
who prepare the skins for making-up by manufacturers. Afte: 
heing dressed and dyed, the skins are graded and sold to manufacturers. 
who are mainly Jewish, although there are a number of importan| 
non-Jewish houses. 

Numerically, the manutacturing branch is the most important 
section of the trade, for of the 40,000 workers normally employed, 
some 30.000, including sub-contractors, khown in the trade as 
“chamber-masters, are in the manufacturing branch. Although there 
are manufacturing furners m Manchester, Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
Birmingham and Cardiff, London employs some 20,000 workers and 1:

There is keen competition among chamber-masters, with the result 
that prices have been brought down very low, and, even where the 
chamber-master employs workers, he himself is often no better off 
financially than the workers he employs. Sweating as to hours, wages 
and working conditions does take place, for in the manufacturing section 
there is a plentiful supply of surplus labour. After a long period of 
unemployment, it has been found that workers are so desirous of 
obtaining work that they will accept almost any conditions. 


The Problem of the Out-Worker 


There is a Fur Trade Board, which .was set “ip? in 1919 and which 
has fixed the length of the normal working week at forty-eight hours 
and the overtime rate at one-and-a-half times the general PELETLIETUTT 
rate of wages. It is, however, difficult to detect breaches of the Trade 
Board regulations us iar as the small chamber-master 1s concerned, 
He usually works mn his private house, using perhaps two of the rooms 
as a workshop. His employees are mainly ‘his family, the -maste: 
and sons ustully doing the eutting and nailing, the wife and daughters 
sewing and -lning the furs. As this work is done at home. it is 
Hnpossible lor an outsider, such as a Trade Board Inspector, to. tell 
when work begins and when it ends. It is certain, however, that 
while work is obtamable the chamber-master and_ his employees will 
work hiterally and night to get all orders completed. Working 
conditions are not, moreover, very pleasant in a converted room ot 
use, lacking in amenities and ventilation.

ianiber-masters. I was told of an organisa- 
tion which had placed collecting-boxes in many small workshops and 
which, within a vear. had lost from thirty to forty of them because 
ot the disappearance of the chamber-masters. In the cheaper side 0! 
the trade, quantity is more important than quality. ‘The “manu- 
lacturer: wall. give his orders to those chamber-masters who can 
produce the garments most cheaply... As the fur that is used 1s of the 
cheapest grade, labour costs are an important part of total production 
costs. The overhead charges of the chamber-master are very small, 
und so if reduction in costs is necessary it is achieved at the expense 
of the workers. These latter. being almost entirely unorganised, can 
do nothing to prevent this further demoralisation of the trade. 


Manufacturer's Indirect Responsibility 
The small chamber-master is the great evil in the fur trade, but 
it cannot be imagined that of his own free will he desires to sweat 
either himself or his employees, usually his own family. He is forced 
to do so because of conditions which enable the “ manufacturer” to 
exploit him. There is one large “ manufacturer,” unfortunately a Jew, 
who is regarded as being to a great degree responsible for chamber- 
master evils, He is not a “ manufacturer” himself, but paradoxically 
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enough he is known as the largest manufacturing furrier in Engiand, 
although his name does not appear on the Trade Board list of manu- 
facturing furners. He employs a large number of Jewish chamber- 
masters and yet accepts no responsibility for the sweating that occurs, 
because under Trade Board regulations only the owner of the workshop 
is responsible for conditions. 

In these circumstances, the Trade Board cannot be regarded as 
having been entirely successful in enforcing even its ninimal conditions. 


in 1930, for instance, it was found that nearly one in three of fur 
trade employees were paid less than the minimum rates. 


In order to remove from the fur trade the stigma of sweating, 
with the horrible degradation of workers that it unplies, some organisa- 
tion of the chamber-masters is necessary. This, I am told, can only 
be successfully done on a Trade Union basis. Trade Union organisation 
would also lead to the stabilisation of the trade. 


Elimination of Smal! Out-Worker Essentia’' 


First, Trade Union organisation among workers would mean that 
definite wages would have to be paid. It would thus be inpossible 
for the chamber-master to continue making garments at present prices, 
and he would have to fo out ot business or demand an mecrensed 
price from the “manufacturer.” In those circumstances, I am assured, 
it would pay the “manufacturer” to set up his own workshop, which 
would be more amenable to control. 

Further, the slack season can to some extent be modified rf it 
is possible to make samples and manufacture for stock. The chamber. 
master cannot afford to make satmples and he certainly has not the 
money with which to buy skins and make them up for stock. The 
larger workshop set up by the manufacturer can. Among the larger 
chamber-masters, crnploying from 50 to 100 people, who do the higher- 
grade work, conditions are on the whole quite good. The cost of labour 
is a very small part of total costs, especially when working on a 
seal skin or Persian latob. which may be worth anything from two 
to three hundred pounds.

Wanted: “An Effort of Goodwill” 


The stabilising effect and value of Trade Union organisation can 
be seen in the dressing and dverme section of the trade. The rayority 
of the employers are dews, although some of the largest houses are 
non-Jewish, and tost ot the men eroploved are’ forexgners and 
Jews—Germans, Poles and Lithuamans. Some of these firmus do only 
dyemng, others only dressing, although tiost do both.

The Undesirability of the Chamber-Master 

In my investigation, I spoke to many people occupying different 
positions in the fur trade and found that all were agreed as to the 
undesirability of. the chamber-master. They did not stigmatise him 
because he was a Jew, but rather regarded him as the unhappy victim 
of circumstances. Theré was criticism of “ manufacturers,” many, it 
must be remembered, Jews, who accepted the advantage of the 
unorganised chamber-masters. 


Both Jew and non-Jew exploited the Jewish chamber-master.

To the Editer of Tite JewisuH CHRONICLE 


SiR,—The extremely encouraging way in which THE JEWIsH 
CHRONICLE has always, and especially of late, given its support to the 
pioneer attempts of the Jewish Secondary Schools to establish a public 
school of Anglo Jewry, prompts me to address these lines at the present 
juncture. ‘The question is whether we should give up this attempt to 
create stronger educational facilities and regard the ideal of the Jewish 
Secondary School as incapable of permanent achievement.

SOTIOUSIY it is true 
that for six years the School has been able to continue its existence. but 
not in a befitting way the educational authorities of the country have 
explained the necessity for proper endowment and equipment of the 
school, and they feel that if the venture is aserious effort of Anglo-Jewry. 
surely more consideration should be given by the Jewish people to general 
demands of dacgogic equipment, 
| When I further consider the opinions expressed so insistently in vour 
journal upon the lack of effort and the general drift in. the Community, it 
seems that here, indeed, is an instauce of culpable neglect. 

Were my attempts to gain the practical interest and support of 
members of the Community met only with refusals the position might be 
comprehensible ; when, however, I encounter impolite rebuffs, then the 
conclusion that the Community does not desire to progress seems the 
answer to the much-bewailed troubles of Anglo-Jewry. 
ae Providential help and untold energies have enabled many of the 
initial difficulties to be overcome.

Down With Haman! 
NOISY ENTHUSIASM OF YEARS AGO 
A Passing Purim Custom 


[By a Correspondent] 


When men attend Synagogue every day, or even every week, 
they have the right to be boisterous in the place of worship once or 
twice a year. So, at least, our fathers thought. Hence the vocal, 
and even terpsichorean, jubilation which once marked the 
Rejoicing of the Law; hence, too, the noisy disapprobation of the 
villain of the piece which once marked the reading of the Vegillah 
on Purim. At every mention of Haman or of his family (and there 
are many in that miniature masterpiece), desks were banged, fee! 
were stamped, rattles were whirled; and the general atmosphere 
became rather like that of a particularly boisterous gallery-crowd 
at the close of a singularly unfortunate First Night. 

Many centuries ago, an attempt was made to rationalise, and 
hence by inference patliate, this practice. In thirteenth-century 
France and Provence, we are informed, it was customary for the 
children on Purim eve to take smooth stones and write the name o 
When the execrated name was mentioned in the 
Vegillah, they would bang them together and obliterate the writing 
fulfilling thus the injunction to blot out” the name of Amal 
ithe ancestor of Haman, as all the world knows).

still prevailed there so late. But an examination of the othe: 
details serves to indicate that the writer had probably never 
attended a Purim Service, and his drawing is the product of a lively 
imagination fed by misguided study. 

Decorum intervenes 

The reader is earnestly entreated not to imagine tkat this 
account Is a mere antiquarian diversion. “Haman-klapping *’ some- 
times attained a considerable importance in communal politics, 
leading to quarrelling, schisms, and even secessions. As the Syna- 
gogue became more occidentalised, it was thought desirable to 
make the standard of conduct approximate, even on exceptional 
occasions such as Purim,.to what the environment expected of a 
place of worship. Hence at intervals, all over Europe, the com- 
munal magnates passed regulations forbidding the traditional 
practice. One day, about the year of Waterloo, the Shammas of the 
Hambro’ Synagogue in London was instructed to make a proclama.- 
tion to that effect. What the result was, history fails to record. 
But in other places it led to more turmoil than it prevented: In 
Bordeaux, for example, during the reign of Louis Phillipe, it was 
found necessary to appeal to the gendarmerie to assist in carrying 
out the new regulations. 

But London cannot afford to sneer at this: for there was no 
place where the consequences were quite so serious. In March, 
ly53, the Mahamad of the Spanish and Portuguese community 
issued strict orders enjoining the observance of the most complete 
decorum during the reading of the Megillah on the forthcoming 
Purim. When the night came, a -vociferous minority persisted in 
carrying out the time-honoured (or dishonoured) custom... The 
gentlemen of the Mahamad would not be thwarted; and next 
morning a couple of constables were present, who removed the 
delinquents, upon some of whom a pecuniary fine was subsequently 
inflicted. 

There was one pillar of misplaced orthodoxy, however, who 
refused to pay. This was Mr. Isaac Mendes Furtado. who not only 
declined to appear before the Mahamad, but sent them a scurrilous 
letter upbraiding them soundly for their recent action. He had 
been disturbed in his devotions, he said, by the entry into the 
Synagogue of the constables, who (and not the rioters) had outraged 
his feelings. He could not countenance a step tending towards the 
disruption of the time-honoured traditions of Judaism; and he 
would no longer be associated with so irreligious.a body. Accord- 
ingly, he withdrew from the Congregation. Some time after, he had 
his children baptised, and in memory of this grotesque episode he 
erected in Mile End Road a terrace of houses which he called 

Purim Place,” and which until recently survived under the same 


name, to remind the world of the misguided zeal of the hero of this 
most extravagant Purimspiel.

There is a legend, constantly repeated by anti-Semitic writers 
(as though the possession of a Biblical name were an indelible 
reproach), that Karl Marx's original lanuly name was Mordecai. There 
is no confirrnation whatsoever of thus livpot hesis in MM. Nicolaievsk, 
and Maenchen-Helien’s somewhat dithyvrambie account of his Tife. 
admirably translated from an unspecified language into English by 
Gwenda David and Enc Moshache His grandfather, who died in 
1798, was one Marx Levy, a Rabbi of Treves, subsequently known as 


Marx only. On the side of his grandinother, on the other hand, Marx 
was descended from the famous Mer Katzenellenbogen, ancesto: 
‘according to genealogists) of a large proportion ot the distinguished 
fanuhes of Western Kurope, non-Jewish as well as Jewish 

But, notwithstanding his Jewish deseent. Marx was. not. stiict! 
peaking, a Jew. His father, Hirsche! Marx, 1s shown in this biography 
to have been haptised between the utmmer OF 1816 and the spring ot 
I817—some while, that 1s, before his famous son was conceived. Kar! 
huinseli was received into the Evangehcal Church at the age of seven 
ind brought up as a Christian. Not onty was he ignorant of Judaism 
--he was bitterly antagonistic to it. 

There was nothing of the Jew, other than his ancestry, his acumen 
and possibly his sympathy for human suffering, in the man who could 
write like this. The same appled to those of his associates who were 
of Jewish blood—with the solitary exception of Moses Hess, “the 
Communist Rabbi,” who, however, rejected the Marxist gospel in the 
end. (It is important to remember, incidentally, that Engels 
whom Marxism owes, perhaps, more than it does to Marx hiniss 
had no personal Jewish connections whatsoever, and, as far 
be traced, had no Jewish blood in his veins.) 

Though the Mordecai element not enter into Marx's name. 
there does seem to have been in his nature something of the wneom 
prouusing spirit of that Biblical hero, who, when he saw all about 
hun doing obeisance to the hero of the moment, refused flatly to bow 
or bend the knee.. In this, the Rhineland idealist had something in 
common with that other Mordecai, who occupied so prominent a 
position in the public eve in the early months of the War of 1914-18 
~Burgomaster Adolphe Max, of Brussels, who confronted the Prussian 
nulitary bulhes with so indomitable a spirit when. they occupied 
Belgium in 1914. Jews, perhaps, led the world in an attempt to forget 
this brutal interlude—to ascribe it to a spirit which War had created 
and Peace had burned once for all. MM. Vierset and Millard’s graphic 
pages are an eloquent reminder tO the world of the fact that, what 
German Jews are suficring to-day, all that part of Europe which la, 
under the German voke suffered vesterday—and may suffer again, 
alas, to-morrow.

No Lerrers ror tur Deap, by Gale Wilhelm (Peter Davies and Lovat 
Jackson, 6s. net.), is really exquisite, notwithstanding its system of non 
punctuation. Shirley Millard’s I Saw Tuem Die consists of the simple 
bart poignant reminiscences of a young American nurse in France iti 
i918. Arthur Findlay’s Tue Torcu or KNOWLEDGE (The Psychic Press. 
Lid., 5s.) is a highly imaginative picture of the changes which are about 
to come about m consequence of an increased knowledge of the psychic 
world, when Spirntualsm will absorb all religions and the Bible will 
be looked upon as an interesting record of Jewish and pagan thought! 
K. B.'s Say Not Goop-nicut (Peter Davies, Ltd., 7s. 6d.) is an exquisite 
blend of Regency and to-day, m the story of a lover who knew too 
many secrets.; one would be haps to be able to pucree the secret of the 
authorship. 


CO-OPERATIVE INSURANCE 


Dr. N. Barou, having spent three vears on his study of **Co-operative 
Banking,”’ now offers us a solid volume of nearly 400 pages on 
CO-OPERATIVE INSURANCE (P. 5. King and Son, 15s.). In a country where 
non-profit-making econonuc research is left to be subsidised by enthusiastic 
students and social reformers, and where realistic studies off the main 
lines of traditional enquiry enjoy little esteem and attract little atten- 
tion, this work bears testimony not merely to the author's diligence and 
enthusiasm, but also to his social idealism ‘and faith in the value of 
knowledge. He has brought together every scrap of information avail- 
able of experience with all branches of co-operative msurance ip all the 
leading countries of the world, and, whilst specialists will find it the 
only available book on the subject which they can study, a wider public 
should require it for reference. The readers of this journal will be 
particularly interested in his detailed account of the activities and present 
position of Hassneh, the insurance company instituted by the 
Histadruth in Palestine, and to learn something of the rural co-operative 
insurance conducted by Cattle Insurance Societies in that country. 

Having given us so much, is it ungrateful to suggest that one would 
have been glad of more’? But why, in face of the manifest advantages of 
co-operative insurance, has it not succeeded in winning out against com- 

titive insurance, or at least in covering a larger share of the field? 
or does he advise what the societies are to do to play a larger role. 
What are the proper spheres of co-operative insurance and State 
insurance respectively? The first chapter, which adds little new know- 
ledge, and the scathing second chapter, which shows up for the hundredth 


time the abuses of burial insurance practices, could have been dispensed 
with. 

The book is strongest in its descriptive aspect and weakest on the 
analytical side. The preface is weakened by a conspiratorial complex. 
Dr. Barou writes that ‘‘eapitalist insurance societies are doimg their 
utinost to maintain an atmosphere of mystery around their organisation, 
activities and technique.’’ Are they worse in this respect than the 
banks or, indeed, than the co-operative insurance societies themselves, 
judging by the amount they publish ? Do they not, in fact, provide 
more information than most mdustnal companies? Surely it would be 
ore correct to say that the realistic aspects of insurance have suffered 
from having been comparatively neglected by the economist. This 
neglect provides an oppertunity and, let us hope, a stunulus for that 
select band of research workers of which Dr. Barou has shown hinself 
to be so earnest and painstaking a member,

A FRIEND OF THE AMERICAN IMMIGRANT 


The death of Max J. Kohler, in New York, in July, 1954, removed from 
the American scene one who had devoted his life with the most complete 
selflessness {as none who came into contact with him could fail to 
recognise) to the cause of the Alien Immigrant to the United States. 
On this subject much of his extensive legal practice was centred: 
and articles on it from his pen appeared in many otf the leading 
Transatlantic reviews and legal periodicals. At the time of his 
death, he was engaged in preparing a selection of these studies for 
publication. The enthusiasm of some of his friends is responsible 
for the fact that they now appear, posthumously, under the title 
IMMIGRATION AND ALIENS IN THE UNITED STATES (Bloch Publishing 
Company, New York: $3.50). The volume suffers from the lack of 
discrimination which is so often to be seen in American collections of this 
sort, the impressiveness of some of the more important chapters being 
diminished by the juxtaposition of ephemeral journalistic articles, Yet 
the volume is of the highest importance and value. Max hohler felt 
profoundly that the underlying principles of the American fornr of Govern- 
ment and the true spirit of American institutions demanded immigration 
laws free from unjust and unnecessary discrimination, as well asa humane 
administration of these laws.

Evidence of the N.Z.O.

“ TRANSJORDAN INCLUDED IN MANDATE” 


Long lore thre Roval on Pale stine opened ifs first 
public sitting in this country in one of the Committee Rooms of the 
House of Lords on Thursday of last week, a large queue had formed, 
of whom only a stuall number were able to obtain admittance (writes 
a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). 

The Comnussion spent four hours listening’ to two witnesses 
Mr. Viadimir Jabotinsky, representing the New Ziomst Organisation, 
and Colonel Josiah Wedgwood, M.-P. 

Lord Peel presided, and the othe members ot the Comission 
present were Sir Horace Rumbold (Vice-Chairman), Sir Laure 
Hammond, Sir Morris Carter, Str Harold Morns, K.C., and Professo 
Reginald Coupland, with Mr. J. M. Martin (Secretary). 

Mr. .JABOTINSKY indicated that whenever he used the term 
Palestine he mtended to refer to the area on both sides of the Jordan 
the area mentioned im the ongnal Palestine Mandate. 

“We maintain,” he said, “that the absorptive capacity of the 
eountry dep nds tirst of all «oil the 
human factor—on the quality of 
its people and colofusers and on 
the polhtical regime under which 
that colonisation is .either 
encouraged or discouraged.”

Government Sympathy with Jewish Zionist Aspirations 


furning to the Balfour Declaration, Mr. Jabotinsky claimed that 

the spint which created the Balfour Declaration was recognition that 
something should be done to save the Jewish people. He supported 
lus submissions With quotations, and said that the Jewish Zionist 
aspirations were known to the British Government at the time of 
the Balfour Declaration. ‘The Balfour Declaration and the letter to 
Lord. Rothschild were usually quoted in a truncated way. It was a 
preamble, It said: “Dear Lord Rothschild —IT have much pleasure in 
conveying to you, on behalf of His Majesty's Government, the follow- 
ing declaration of sympathy with Jewish Zionist aspirations, which has 
been submitted to, and approved of, by the Cabinet.” 
Every word of that letter, said Mr. Jabotinsky. as the Commission 
knew, had been silted for months and months. . Balfour himself wae 
very cautious in hus selection of words. Mr. Jabotinsky also drew the 
particular attention of the Commission to the words “reconstituting 
the National Home,” and said ‘that was the meaning of the Stesiinas 
as understood by Mr. Winston Churchill, by Mr. Ramsay MacDonald. 
Lord Ceeil, General Smuts and Sir Herbert. Samuel—all understood it 
fo mean a Jewish State. Mr. Hopkin Morris, a member of the Shaw 


Commission. had said, on November 7th. 1930; “The Jews are quito 
right; what we promised meant a Jewish State. Sey 

Mr. Jabotinsky, referring to Mr. Winston Churchill's White Paper, 
said it did not contain one single word which could be considered as 
precluding the transformation of Palestine into a country with a Jewish 
majority, what he (Mr. Jabotinsky) ealled a Jewish State. He also 
submitted that the Transjordania resolution of the League of Nations 
did not contain anything which precluded the inclusion of that region 
in the area of wish colonisation. 

He said they had expeeted that in dealing with a people who 
had suffered for so long, the Government would prepare a plan to 
facilitate the establishment of the Jewish National Home. They should 
have said: “This is a trust we have accepted and this is what we 
aire gonne do.” ‘There should have heen survey of both 
of the Jordan in order to ascertain which parts of the territory were 
reclaimable: a Joan should be launched for creating land reserv: 
for the whole territory; a plan should be drawn up for industria! 
development, cal ulated to provide sustenance for large-scale. unmigra 


tion: and reastres adopted to proteet that development. 


Unsympathetic Civil Servants 


Referrnme to the. ott mals, Mr. Jabotinsky stressed the need of a 
verv. eareful selection of Civil Servants. First ef all, such people 
should be sympathetic and, secondly, they should be. acquainted wit) 
the work. “That.” he went on, “is what everybody expected. | 
need not tell vou how deeply disappointed we were.” He explained 
that the Jew s had suffered through this absence of system and that 
whenever they had complained they had been told: “The man on the 
spot knows better!”

The witness summed up the demands of the N.Z.O. as follows :

retorm of the Civil Peryvice Transjordania should be opened to 
Jewish TATION: and public security assured by the establishine rif 
of a Jewish contingent and the legalisation of Jewish self-defence. 'They 
demed that the carrving out of such a scheme would meet with 
lormidable obstacles from within or from without Palestine. On the 
contrary, thre VY mamtamed that. once the resolve was made clear to 
all concerned, its ¢ xecution would take the normal course of any great 
social evolution in any normal country. “We deny,” he said, “that i! 
means bringing Great Britain in conflict with world Islam. We deny 
that it means a physical conflict with the neighbouring Arab States. 
We cannot accept cantonisation,” he told the Commission, “because 


Palestine may prove too small for the humanitarian purpose we hav: 
in mind. 


‘‘We do not say: ‘You promised us a pound of flesh; give us that 


pound of flesh,’ because we understand that you may regard it as 
impossible to fulfil the Mandate. 


! “But if Great Britain is unable to fulfil it. we will expect Great 
Britain to do as any Mandatory which feels it cannot carry out @ 
Mandate—give back the Mandate and do it in a way which will not 
harm either the safety of the Jews, who trusted you when you came 
to Palestine, or the future of Zionism. I hope that time will not come.”

Lady Reading's Letter 


In the course of his evidence, Col. Wedgwood read a letter from 
Lady Reading, in the course of which it was stated : 


“ For the the grand impression seems that things will 
keep quiet. People motor about the country again, and only avoid gong 
after dark, and the spasmodic banditry does not seem to worry them 
unduly. They say ‘ one gets used to anything,’ but they are ‘sore at 
the way so few are brought to book for their offences. My policeman 
tells me it is almo. impossible to get anyone for his misdeeds. because 
they cannot get Arabs to give evidence in court, and thev can bring no 
proceedings unless they have evidence. Result: everyone goes scot free. 
He says the police know and could lay their hands on all the principal 
trouble-makers, but are unable to raise a finger. 

‘He has served many years in Africa and is quite horrified at the 
open disregard with which the Arabs treat the police here and the way 
in which the police have to treat the Arabs as if they were made of thin 
china. Apparently they all have it rubbed into them that this is a 
mandated and not a Crown territory and therefore they cannot do this 
that and the other.

TRIBUTES BY SOLDIERS AND STATESMEN 


Anniversary Commemoration Dinner 


A dinner to commemorate the twentieth anniversary of the 
formation of the Jewish Legion (Zion Mule Corps and Judean Regunent 
—38th, 39th, 40th and 42nd Battalions, Royal Fusiliers), which served 
with the Allied Forces in Gallipoli (1915) and Palestine (1917-18), was 
held at the Trocadero Restaurant on Monday evening. Col. the 
Rt. Hon. J. C. Wedgwood, P.C., D.8.0., M.P., presided, and the 
speakers were the Rt. Hon. L. 8. Amery, P.C., M.P., former Secretary 
of State for the Colonies; Mr: Herbert Sidebotham, who writes under 
the nom de plume of “Scrutator™ for the Sunpay Times; Field Marshal 
‘Sir P. W. Chetwode, G.C.B., G.C.S.1., K.C_MLG., D.S8.0.; Lt.-Col. J. H. 
Patterson, D.S.0O., Commander of the Legion; and Mr. Viacdimuir 
Jabotinsky, founder of the Legion. 

Among those also present were M. Alherts (representing the 
Latvian Minister), Sir. Archibald Boyd Carpenter, M.P.. M. Bujnak 
{representing the Czechoslovakian Minister), Major Horace Evelyn 
Crawfurd, M.P., M. Dimancesco (representing the Rumanian Minister), 
Mrs. Dugdale, M. O. A. Grant (representing the Esthonian Minister), 
Mrs. Jabotinsky, Lady Snowden, Mr. Edward Herbert Keeling, M.P., 
Lord and Lady ‘Marley, Count Mihailovsky (representing the Polish 
Ambassador), M. KRabinovicius (Lithuanian Chargé  d'Affaires), 
Professor Robert Richard, M.P.. and M. Roux (representing the 
French Ambassador). 

Cot. WepGwoop said that there was no doubt that order could 
be restored and maintained in Palestine if there was a will to restore 
and maimtan it.

Native Arabs did not Fight for Palestine 


Mr. Amery went on to say how the four battalions under Col. 
Patterson served in Palestine. They bore much of the heat and burden 
of the day, especially in the sultry summer days in the Jordan Valle, 
They played a useful and important part in those great operations. 
They heard a great deal of the part the Arabs played in the liberation 
of Palestine and of their own country trom the Turks. 


Undoubtedly the Arabs did, he said, but not the Arabs of Palestine 


—neither the Arabs who lived in Palestine, ner any Arabs who wished 
to settle in Palestine. 


At the same time, they ought never to forget the part played in 
the liberation of Palestine by Jewish soldiers who either wished to 
settle there themselves if the chance had been given them or, at 
any rate, to help their fellows to find there the promised home of 
all their dreams and aspirations. He still thought it was a pity that 
they could not have served on and kept alive collectively in that 
little country the fine tradition they had built up. . 

The Chairman had spoken of the possibility of resuscitating that 
tradition. He had often wondered in these last few months whether, 
face to face with the difficulties that confronted them, especially in 
the Near East, with the breakdown of their rigid organisation, with 
the diticulties of recruiting, they would not be wise to supplement 
their regular forces by something in the nature of a Near-Eastern or 
Mediterranean Legion, drawn from the best fighting elements of all 
the peoples in that part of the world. 
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if that was so, he would suggest to them that an indispensabie 
element in such a force would be a unit drawn from the Jewish settlers 
of Palestine. For, after all, a National Home could hardly be rogarded 
as a home in the fullest sense of the word unless those who fived in i; 
played some part in its defence. . 


Mr. Hersert SipesOTHAM, in seconding the toast, said it was 
in 1915 that he first came to the conclusion that between Land's 
and India there was no part of the earth’s surface that mattered «, 
much to this country as Palestine.

The Theatre and Zionism 


Expressing the National Ideal 


PROFESSOR JESSNER'S NON-PROFESSIONAL ACTORS 


Professor Leopold Jessner, the famous theatrical producer who 
succeeded Max Reinhardt as the leader of a new movement in the 
German theatre and inaugurated a new style of production which 
has influenced the stages of the world, addressed a meeting of the 
Tarbuth Organisation atthe residence of the Rev. H. Mayérowitsch 
recently. Dr. 5. Rawidowicz presided. 

Speaking of his recent sta¥ in Palestine, the Professor said that 
it was not until he had reached that country that he was convinced 
that he had been pursuing the wrong course. Still having the out. 
look of the German Jew, he had arrived in Eretz Yisrael to produce 
Shakespeare's “ The Merchant of Venice” for the Habima Theatre. 
After he had seen the events of Palestine. with his own eyes, 
he realised that instead of fighting for Judaism solely as a 
religious belief, the proper course to follow was to defend 
it and work for it as a national ‘ideal. He was able, 
from his position of detachment, to discern that this people 
was still divided into several natianal groups. Moreover, he 
realised that if they were to be united it was no longer possible 
through religion as in the Diaspora but through the written word 
of the poet of to-day. The words of Bialik had unified the whole 
of the Jewish race and this power was granted to the works of other 
liebrew poets. 

Professor Jessuer said he had put a plan before the Jewish Agency 
in Jerusalem, the purpose of which was to bring the separate croups 
of world Jewry closer together. -This plan met with immediate and 
enthusiastic approval.

“Empire” on which the Sun Never Rises 
PROFESSOR BRODETSKY AT GREAT SYNAGOGUE GUILD 


Professor Dr. Selig Brodetsky addressed the Great Synagogue 
Guild on Sunday evening at the Ernst Schiff Memorial Hall, Great 
Synagogue, St. James’ Place, E.C., on the subject. of “ Palestine.’ 
Dr. Israel Feldman presided. 

Dr. Brodetsky traced the story of Zionism till the present day, 
when, with the German-Jewish catastrophe and the plight of Polish 
Jewry, everyone, he said, who was interested in the problem of 
dealing with those Jews who had to find some place of refuge 
naturally thought of Palestine, for there was nothing else to think 
of. It was true, said the speaker, that from time to time they had 
reports of new countries to which Jews could go. Almost every 
week the Jews were given a present in the form of another 
country ; and if they could accept all the countries that were 
supposed to be offered to them they would have an empire 
greater than the British Empire.

—but that colony was intended only for dealing with the problem 
of the Jews in Soviet Russia. 

The fact of the matter was: only Palestine was left, only 
Palestine had shown the possibility of taking a sufficient number 
of Jews to make a difference in the Jewish situation. In 1935, 
close 6n 62,000 Jewish emigrants had gone to Palestine and in 1936, 
when there were times of terror and when immigration had been 
cut down, something like 30,000 more had found Palestine a place 
of refuge. 

But Zionism was to him, proceeded the lecturer, something 
much bigger than a movement through which Palestine provided a 
place of refuge for Jews suffering from persecution. If he were 
asked for a formula he would say that Zionism was that to which 
the immigration of the Jews in Palestine was leading up. If they 
had wanted merely a.country into which Jews could escape they 
could have had, thirty-four years ago, the land of Uganda which the 
British Government offered them. What the Jewish people wanted 
was a place such as they had not had for many centuries where 
they could be free to lead a Jewish life. Dr. Brodetsky gave as an 
example of that life in Palestine the enthusiastic celebration of the 
Sabbath and festivals as compared to the miserable way in which, 
he said, they were kept in lands of exile. 

In a discussion which followed, Mr. H. Frankel followed up a 
criticism of .Dr. Brodetsky’s on Synagogues and their attitude to 
Zionism by some questions about the ban which ‘the United Syna- 
gogue placed upon its Constituent Synagogues’ Zionist activity. 
The Chairman explained that while the constitution of the United 
Synagogue precluded the discussion of Zionism at Synagogue meet- 
ings, there was nothing to prevent any group of members setting up 
a Zionist association in connection with their Synagogue. 


Captain Cazalet Praises Jewish Achievements 
NEED FOR A FIRM HAND 


Cantain Victor A. Cazalet, M.P., spoke on “Zionism and the 
British Empire’ at an.” At Home” given by Mr. and Mrs. Solk ‘at 
their residence, 50, Dartmouth Road, N.W., on Sunday evening. 

The function, which was held under the 
Brondesbury and Cricklewood Zionist Circle 
over by Mr. A. 8. Mindel. 

In his address, Captain CaZalet paid tribute to the achievements 
of the Jews in Palestine which, he said, had beeu almost off the map 
for the purposes of agriculture and industry until a few years after 
the war. The Jews had made the desert to blossom. The very 
success Of it, he said, must necessarily attract any active or 
intelligent mind to-day. Strategically, he believed that the develop. 
ment of the National Home in Palestine was going to be of paramount 
importance to the British Empire. 

“ There comes a time,” said Captain Cazalet, “especially in a 
country like, Palestine, where firm, decisive steps are much the best 
not only in the interests of good government but in the interest of 
saving lives, and although | am absolutely certain that British 
Authorities who do not take these steps act from the very highest 
motives and from thedisinclination we all must have to shed blood, 
fam afraid we have learnt there comes a time when, it may be, an 
order, a shot fired, or somebody imprisoned at a definite, psycho- 
logical mqment, may be the means of saving hundreds of thousands 
of lives.”’ 

In the further passages of his address, Capt. Cazalet said in 
this country they looked to the Jewish race, not, as some did on the 
Continent, as a disturbing element which was out to create discord 
and trouble, but as a consolidating element, and, in regard to 
Palestine, as forming a very vital link in their connections between 
this country and both the Middle and the Far East.

Attack on Warsaw Office Condemned 


The Zionist Organisation of Poland, the Poale Zionist Party, the 
Mizrachi, the World Union of General Zionists and the Jewish State 
Party have issued a joint declaration condemning the recent attack 
on the headquarters of the Palestine Office in Warsaw by a group of 
members of the Brith Trumpeldor (Betar) Organisation. 3 

‘The declaration states that the behaviour of the Revisionists 
was both anti-Zionist and anti-social anda sin against the whole 
Jewish people. The Jewish Agency, it goes on, has fixed a certain 
number of certificates for the Betarim which are to be distributed 
in accordance with the usual practice. 

An attempt was made on Saturday last to burn down the 
Warsaw headquarters of the Palestine Office by a group of unknown 
men who placed a petrol tin outside the entrance and set it on fire. 

The fire was, however, discovered in time and extinguished 
before any great damage was done. 


German Mizrachi Conference 


The conterence of the Mizrachi. Federation of Germany. held in 
Berlin, discussed the present political position in the Zionist move- 
ment and its own practical work.

CO-ORDINATING COMMITTEE CONFERENCE 


Alderman George Titt, an ex-Lord Mayor, presided at 
conference held at the Cheetham Town Hall on Sunday afternoon 
carused hy the North Manchester (Co-ordinating Commuttec 
Fascism. This body has at present thirty orgamsations afhhated to 
eiht of which are Trade Unions and nine Friendly Societies, and 
claims that it represents a total membership of between 15.000) an

Alderman Titt said that there was, in fact. no Jewish problen 
in England but-only one of workman and capitalist. To argue that 
one people or race was responsible for all evil was a direct demal «) 
all that history had taught us. Only democracy and mdividual libert, 
made it possible to reach the highest stage of jvilisation. 

Mr. Pearce, of the London Jewish People’s Counc, said that the 
Fascists were the only party trying to use the Jewish question as a 
means to power. Therefore Enghsh people must understand that in 
order to fight Fascistn they had to uphold the cause of the Jews. since 
anti-Semitism was the main plank im the Fascist platform. There 
would be a conference in London, he said, on March 21st, at whuch 
1.000 delegates would consider what steps should be taken against 
Jew-baiting. He emphasised that they must prove to non-Jews that 
the defence of the Jews was their concern, yust as the detence «6! 
democracy was the concern of the Jews.

LIVERPOOL 
Hope Place Synagogue 
Building Damaged by Fire 
[From our Correspondent] 


Considerab'e damage to the Synagogue building, Hope Piace, 
was caused by a fire in the early hours of Sunday morning. The 
outbreak, which, it is thought, originated under the dome, was 
discovered by the police, and three fire engines were soon on 
the scene. Fortunately, the firemen were able to get the flames 
under control before they reached the Scrolls of the Law, 
which were later removed. The conflagration, apparently, was 
due to a spark from one of the flues lodging in the dry dust 
between the slates of the roof and the ceiling, and being fanned

into flame. by. the wind. The flames had obtained a strong 
hold on the panelling under the dome, but the early discovery of 
the outbreak saved the main structure from being gutted. The 
efforts of the Fire Brigade were concentrated on. confining the fire 
to the roof, and preventing it from spreading to the main body and 
to the adjoining Hebrew Schools. A portion of the timbers of the 
main dome was burnt away together with part of the ceiling, and 
the seating and carpets of the gallery and main body were serious!y 
damaged by water. 

The Hope Place Synagogue is the oldest existing Synagogue 
building in Liverpool, although it is not the oldest Congregation. 
The structure was built in 1857, when the Congregation, which was 
founded as the result of a secession from the Old 
Congregation, moved from premises at 46, Hanover Street.

Pollock, whose immense charm is wasted in the absurd vamp role.
